LEAK  BRETHREN  AND  SISTERS: 

In  preparing  this  little  pamphlet  for 
publication,  it  is  intended,  not  only  to  give  a  complete  ■  directory  of 
the  circuit,  but  in  addition  to  this,  to  assist  you  in  the  divine  life.  In 
order  to  do  this,  I  have  prefixed  the  Articles  of  Religion  of  the 
Methodist  Church.  Every  one  who  is  a  member  of  a  church  should, 
by  all  means,  acquaint  himself  with  the  doctrines  to  which  he  has 
subscribed;  and  which  he  professes  to  believe.  Outside  of  the  Bible, 
no  book  is  so  important,-  to  every  Methodist,  as  our  excellent  book  of 
Discipline.  As  many  members  of  the  church  are  not  in  possession  of 
the  Discipline,  this  little  pamphlet  is  designed  to  be  of  service  to 
them.  In  addition  to  the  Articles  of  Religion,  the  General  Rules  of 
the  Methodist  Church  are  also  prefixed.  These  every  Methodist  has 
solemnly  promised  to  keep.  And  this  makes  it  the  more  important 
that  these  rules  should  be  in  the  possession   of  every  one. 

I  hope  every  member  of  the  church,  who  receives  a  copy  of  this 
pamphlet,  will  read  these  Articles  of  reygion  and  General  Rules,  not 
once,  but  many  times.  They  ought  to  be  studied  and  compared 
with  the  teaching  of  God's  word,  in  order  first,  that  we  may  satisfy 
ourselves  as  to  their  scriptural  soundness;  secondly,  that  we  may  be 
able  to   "give  a  reason  for  the  faith  that  is  in  us." 

Knowledge  is  one  of  the  christian  graces;  and  certainly  no  knowledge, 
outside  of  a  personal  knowledge  of  God  as  a  pardoning  God,  is  of 
gi  eater  importance  to  us  than  the  subjects  to  which  our  attention  is 
invited  in  this  pamphlet.  Membership  in  the  church  is  the  greatest 
privilege  accorded  to  us  in  this  world.  To  be  a  worthy  member  of  the 
Church  of  Christ  is  more  honorable  than  any  thing  this  world  can.  give. 
We  ought  to  prize  this  privilege  above  all    earthly    privileges.    But   we 


cannot  be  thus  worthy  to  be  members   of   Christ's   Church   without    a 
faithful  performance  of  duty: 

I  desiro  to  direct  special  attention  to  the  financial  table  appended 
to  this  directory.  In  this  table  is  a  detailed  statement  of  the  various 
assessments  laid  on  this  pastoral  charge  for  present  year.  Of  course 
every  member  of  the  church  is  interested  in  the  financial  honor  and 
soundness  of  the  circuit.  Nothing  short  of  the  full  amount  laid  down 
in  the  table  will  satisfy  the  urgent  demands  of  the  church.  These 
claims  .are  as  small:  as  they  can  be,  to  carry  out  successfully  the 
enlarged  operations  of  the  church.  Every  church  on  the'  circuit  will 
be  expected  to  meet,  in  full,  its  assessments  for  the  present 
year. 

And  now  brethren  and  sisters,  in  conclusion,  "I  commend  you 
to  God  and  to  the  word  of  His  grace;"  and  pray  that  every  one  of 
us  may  so  live,  as  "to  adorn  the  doctrines  of  God  a  by  pious  walk

That  every  one  of  the  members  of  the  church  in  this 
pastoral  charge,  may  at  last  be  found  on  the  right  hand  of  the 
Great  Judge  in  the  final  day;  and  we  will  ascribe  the  praise  of  our 
salvation  to  Him  who  hath  loved  us  and  washed  us  in  His  own  blood, 
to  whom  be  glory  and  dominion,    both  now  and  forever^   —Amen!

ARTICLES  OF  RELIGION, 


I.      Of  Faith  in    the    Holy     Trinity. 

There  is  but  one  living  and  true  God,  everlasting,  without  body, 
or  parts;  of  infinite  power,  wisdom,  and  goodness;  tne  maker  and 
preserver  of  all  things,  both  visible  and  invisible.  And  in  unity  of 
this  Godhead,  there  are   three  persons  of  one  substance,    power,    and 
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II.      Of  the   Word,  or  Son  of  God,  who,  was  made  very  Man. 

The  Son,  who  is  the  Word  oft  the  Father,,  the  Eery  and  eternal 
God,  of  one  substance  with  the  Father,  took  man's  nature  in  .the 
womb  of  the  blessed  Virgin;  so  that  two  whole  and  perfect  natures 
—that  is  to  say,  the  Godhead  and  manhood-^were  joined  together  in 
one  person,  never  to  be  divided,  whereof  is  one.  Christ,  very  God 
and  very  man,  who  truly  suffered,  was  crucified,  dead  and  buried, 
to.  reconcile  i  his  Father  .  to  us,  ■  and  to  be.  a  sacrifice,  not  only  for 
original  guilt,  but  also  for    actual    sins   of  men. 

III.      Of  the   Resurrection    of  Christ. 

Christ  did  truly  rise  again  from  the  dead,  and  took  again  his 
body,  with  all  things  appertaining  to  the  perfection  of  man's 
nature,  wherewith  he  ascended  into  heaven,,  and  there  sitteth  until  he 
return  to  Judge  all  men  at  the  last  day. 

IV.   Of  the    Holy   Ghost. 

The  Holy  Ghost,  proceeding,  from  the  i  Father  and  the  Son ,  is  of  one 
substance;  majesty,  and  glory,  *with  the  i  Father  and;  the  Son,  -very 
and  eternal  God. 

V.       T1ie  Sufficiency  of  the   Holy    Scriptures  for    Salvation. 

The  Holy  Scriptures  contain  all  things  necessary  to  salvation;  so 
that  whatsoever  is  not  read  therein,  nor  may  be  proved  thereby,  is 
not  to  be  required  of  any  man,  that  it  should  be  believed  as  an 
article  of  faith,  or  be  thought  requisite  or  necessary  to  salvation.  In 
the  name  of  the  Holy  Scriptures,  we  do  understand  those  canonical 
books  of  the  Old  and  New  Testament,  of  whose  authority  was  never 
any  doubt  in   the  Church. 

*        The   Names   of    the     Canonical    Books. 

Genesis,  Exodus,  Leviticus,  Numbers,  Deuteronomy,  Joshua,  Judges, 
Ruth,  The  First  Book  of  Samuel,  The  Second  Book  Samuel,  The 
First  Book,  of  Kings,  The.  Second  Book  of  Kings,  The  First  Book  of 
Chronicles,  The  Second.  Book  of  Chronicles,  The  Book  of  Ezra,  The 
Book  of  Nehemiah,  The  Book  of  Esther,  The  Book  of  Job,  The 
Psalms,  The  Proverbs,  Ecclesiastes,  or  the  Preacher,  Cantica,  or  Songs 
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of  Solomon,  Four  Prophets  the  greater,  Twelve  Prophets  the  less. 
All  the  books  of  the  New  Testament,  as  they  are  commonly  received, 
we  do  receive    and  account  canonical. 

VI.    Of  the  Old    Testament. 

The  Old  Testament  is  not  contrary  (o  thtf  New;  for  both  in  the 
Old  and  New  Testament  everlasting  life  is  offered  to  mankind  by 
Christ,  who  is  the  only  Mediator  between  God  and  man,  being  God 
and  man.  Wherefore  they  are  not  to  be  heard  who  feign  that  the  old 
fathers  did  look  only  for  transitory  promises.  Although  the  law  given 
from  God  by  Moses,  as  touching  ceremonies  and  rites,  doth  not 
bind  Christians,  nor  ought  the  civil  precepts  thereof  of  necessity  to 
be  recived  in  any  Commonwealth,  yet,  notwithstanding,  no  Christian 
whatsoever  is  free  from* the  obedience  of  the  commandments  which 
are  called   moral. 

VII.     Of   Original   or   Birth-Sin. 

Original  Sin  standeth  not  in  the  following  of  Adam,  (as  the 
Pelagians  do  vainly  talk,)  but  it  is  the  corruption  of  the  nature  of 
every  man,  that  naturally  is  engendered  of  the  offspriug  of  Adam, 
whereby  man  is  very  far  gone  from  original  righteousness,  and  of  his 
own   nature  inclined  to  evil,  and  that  continually. 

VIII.  Of  Free-  Will. 

The  condition  of  man  after  the  fall  of  Adam  is  such,  that  he 
cannot  turn  aud  prepare  himself,  by  his  own  natural  strength  and 
works,  to  faith,  and  calling  upon  God;  wherefore  we  have  no  power 
to  do  good  works,  pleasant  and  acceptable  to  God,  without  the  grace 
of  God  by  Christ  preventing  us,  that  we  may  have  a  good  will,  and 
working   with  us,  when  we  have  that  good    will. 

IX.    Of  the   Justification   of  Man. 

We  are  accounted  righteous  before  God,  only  for  the  merit  of  our 
Lord  aud  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  by  faith,  and  not  for  our  owu  works 
or  deservings:  wherefore,  that  we  are  justified  by  faith  only,  is  a 
most  wholesome   doctrine,  and   very  full  of  comfort. 


X.    Of    Good    Works. 

Although  good  works,  which  are  the  fruits  of  faith,  and  follow 
after  justification,  cannot  put  away  our  sins,  and  endure  the 
severity  of  God's  judgment;  yet  are  they  pleasing  and  acceptable  to 
God  in  Christ,  and  sprjng  out  of  a  true  and  lively  faith,  insomuch 
that  by  them  a  lively  faith  may  be  as  evidently  known,  as  a  tree 
is  discerned  by   its  fruit. 

XT  .   Of   Works,  of  Supererogation. 

Voluntary  works,  besides  over  and  above  God's  commandments, 
which  are  called  works  of  supererogation,  cannot  be  taught  without 
arrogp.ncy  and  impiety.  For  by  them  men  do  declare  that  they  do 
not  only  render  unto  God  as  much  as  they  are  bound  to  do,  but 
that  they  do  more  for  His  sake  than  of  bounden  duty  is  required: 
whereas  Christ  saith  plainly,  When  ye  have  done  all  that  is  commanded 
you,   say,   We  are  unprofitable   servants. 

XII.    Of  Sin    after   Justification. 

Not  every  sin  willingly  committed  after  justification,  is  the  sin 
against  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  unpardonable.  Wherefore,  the  grant  of 
repentance  is  not  to  be  denied  such  as  fall  into  sin  after  justification: 
after  we  have  received  the  Holy  Ghost,  we  may  depart  from  grace 
given,  and  fall  into  sin,  and,  by  the  grace  of  God,  rise  again  and 
amend  our  lives.  And,  therefore,  they  are  to  be  condemned  who  say 
they  can  no  more  sin  as  long  as  they  live  here,  or  deny  the  place 
of  forgiveness   to  such  as  truly  repent. 

XIII.  Of  /he  Church. 

The  visible  Church  of  Christ  is  a  congregation  of  faithful  men,  in 
which  the  pure  word  of  God  is  preached,  and  the  sacraments  duly 
administered,  according  to  Christ's  ordinance,  in  all  those  things  that 
of  necessity   are  requisite   to    the   same. 

XIV.  Of     Purgatory. 

The  Romish  doctrine  concerning  purgatory,  pardons,  worshiping 
and  adoration,  as  well  of   images  as  of  relics,   and  also  invocation  of 
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saints,  is  a  fond  thing,  vainly  invented,  and  grounded    upon    no  war 
rant   of  Scripture,   but  repugnant  to    the    word    of  God. 
XV.    Of  Speaking    in  the    Congregation  in  such  a,    Tongue  as  the   people 

understand. 
It    is  a  thing  plainly  repugnant  to  the  word  of  God,  and  the  custom 
of  the   Primitive  Church,  to  have  public  prayer  in    the   church,    or   to 
minister  the  sacraments,  in  a  tongue  not  understood    by  the    people. 
XVI.    Of   the  Sacraments. 

Sacraments,  ordained  of  Christ,  are  not  only  badges  or  tokens  of 
Christian  men's  profession,  but  rather  they  are  certain  signs  of 
grace,  and  God's  good  will  toward  us,  by  the  which  he  doth  work 
invisible  in  us,  and  doth  not  only  quicken,  but  also  strengthen  and 
confirm  our  faith  in  iiim. 

There  are  two  sacraments  ordained  of  Christ  our  Lord  in  the  Gospe  ; 
that  is  to  say,  Baptism,  and  the  Supper  of  the  Lord. 

Those  five,  commonly  called  sacraments that  is  to  say,  Confirmation, 

Penance,  Orders,  Matrimony,    and  Extreme   Unction are    not    to  be 

counted  for  sacraments  of  the  Gospel,  being  such  as  have  partly 
grown  out  of  the  corrupt  following  of  the  apostles,  and  partly  are 
states  of  life  allowed  in  the  Scriptures,  but  yet  have  not  the  like 
nature  of  Baptism  and  the  Lord's  Supper,  because  they  have  not  any 
visible  sign  or   ceremony  ordained  of  God. 

The  sacraments  were  not  ordained  of  Christ  to  be  gazed  upon,  or 
to  be  carried  about;  but  that  we  should  duly  use  them.  And  in  such 
only  as  worthily  receive  the  same,  they  have  a  wholesome  effect  or 
operation;  but  they  that  receive  them  unworthily  purchase  to  them- 
selves condemnation,  as  St.  Paul  saitb,  1  Cor.  xi,  29. 

XVII.     Of   Baptism. 

Baptism  is  not  only  a  sign  of  profession,  and  mark  of  difference, 
whereby  Christians  are  distinguished  from  others  that  are  not  bap- 
tized; but  it  is  also  a  sign  of  regeneration,  or  the  new  birth.  The 
baptism   of  young   children  ^is  to  be  retained  in  the  Church. 


XVIII.    Of  the    Lord's   Supper. 
The  Supper   of  the  Lord  is  not  only   a  sign   of  the   love   that   Chris- 
tians ought  to  have  among  themselves  one  to   another,   but    rather   is 
a   sacrament     of    our  redemption  by    Christ's   death:    insomuch    that, 
to   such  as  righily,  worthily,    and    with  faith    receive   the    same,    the 
bread   which    we    break  is  a    partakiug    of   the   body  of    Christ;    and 
likewise  the  cup  o  f  blessing  is  a  partaking  of  the  blood  of   Christ. 

Transubstantiation,  or  the  change  of  the  substance  of  bread  and 
wine  in  the  Supper  of  the  Lord,  cannot  be  proved  by  Holy  Writ, 
but  is  repugnant  to  the  plain  words  of  Scripture,  overthioweth 
the  nature  of  a  sacrament,  and  hath  given  occasion  to  many 
superstitions. 

The  body  of  Christ  is  given,  taken,  and  eaten  in  the  Supper, 
only  after  a  heavenly  aud  spiritual  manner.  And  the  means  whereby 
the   body  of   Christ  is  received1  and  eaten  in  the  Supper,   is  faith. 

The   sacrament   of  ths   Lord's  Supper  was  not  by  Christ's    ordinance 
reserved,  carried  about,  lifted   up,  or  worshiped. 
XIX.      Of   Both    Kinds. 
The  cup    of  the   Lord    is   not  to  be  denied   to  the    lay    people;  for 
both    the  parts    of    the     Lord's     Supper,    by    Christ's    ordinance    and 
commandment,    ought  to  be  administered  to   all  Christians  alike. 
XX.    Of   the  One    Oblation  of    Christ,   finished  upon  the  Cross. 
The    offering  of    Christ     once   made,  is    that     perfect    redemption, 
propitiation,  and   satisfaction   for   all  the   s:ns    of    the    whole    world, 
both   original  and  actual;   there  is  none   other    satisfaction  for  sin  but 
that  alone.    Wherefore    the     sacrifice   of    masses,  in    the    which  it  is 
commonly   said  that     the  priest  doth    offer   Christ    for  the  quick  and 
the  dead,   to  have  remission  of  pain  or  guilt,  is  a  blasphemous    fable 
and  dangerous  deceit. 

XXI.    0/  the  Marriage  of  Ministers. 
The   ministers  of  Christ  are  not  commanded    by   God's    law     either 
to  vow  the    estate  of  single  life,   or  to   abstain  from   marriage;  there- 
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fore  it  is  lawful  for  them,  as  for  all  other  Christians,  to  marry  at 
their  own  discretion,  as  they  shall  judge  the  same  to  serve  best  to 
godliness. 

XXII.   Of  the  Bites  and  Ceremonies  of  Churches. 

It  is  nut  necessary  that  rites  and  ceremonies  should  in  all  places  be 
the  same,  or  exactly  alike;  for  they  have  been  always  different,  and 
may  be  changed  according  to  the  diversity  of  cou^tiies,  times,  and 
men's  manners,  so  that  nothing  be  ordained  against  God's  word. 
Whosoever,  through  his  private  judgment,  willingly  and  purposely,  doth 
openly  break  the  rites  and  ceremonies  of  the  Church  to  which  he  be- 
longs, which  are  not  repugnant  to  the  word  of  God,  and  are  ordained 
and  approved  by  common  authority,  ought  to  be  rebuked  openly,  that 
others  may  fear  to  do  the  like,  as  one  that  offendeth  against  the 
common  order  of  the  Church,  and  woundeth  the  consciences  of 
weak  brethren. 

ivery  particular  Church  may  ordain,  change,  or  abolish  rites  and 
ceremonies,  so   that  all  things  may  be  done  to  edification. 

XXIII.  Of  the  Bulers  of  the  United  States  of  America. 
The  president,  the  congress,  the  general  assemblies,  the  governors, 
and  the  councils  of  state,  as  the  delegates  of  the  people,  are  the  rulers 
of  the  United  States  of  America,  according  to  the  division  of  power 
made  to  them  by  the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  by  the 
constitution  of  their  respective  States.  And  the  said  States  are  a 
sovereign  and  independent  nation,  and  ought  not  to  be  subject  to  any 
foreign   jurisdiction. 

XXIV.    Of  Christian   Men's    Goods. 
The  riches  and  goods  of  Christians  are  not   common,  as  touching  the 
right,  title,  and  possession   of  the    same,    as   some    do  falsely    boast. 
Notwithstanding,    every  man  ought,  of  such  things    as.  he.  possesseth, 
liberally  to  give  alms  to   the  poor  according  to   his  [ability. 
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XXV.  Of  a  Christian  Man's  Oath. 
J  s  we  confess  that  vain  and  rash  swearing  is  forbidden  Christian 
men  by  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  and  James  his  apostle,  so  we  judge 
that  the  Christian  religion  doth  not  prohibit,  bnt  that  a  man  may 
swear  when  the  magistrate  nquireth,  in  a  cause  of  faith  and  charily 
so  it  be  done  according  to  the  prophet's  teaching,  in  justice,  judg- 
ment,   and  truth. 


Tlte  Q^a^rm!  fetes 


The  General  Eules  of  "The  United  Socio. ies,"  organized  by  Mr. 
Wesley  in  1739  are  as  follows: 

There  is  onlv  one  condition  previously  required  of  those  who  desire 
admission  into  these  Societies— a  "desire  to  flee  from  the  wrath  to 
come,  and  to  be  saved  from  their  sins.''  But  wherever  this  is  really 
fixed  in  the  soul,  it  will  be  shown  by  its  fruits.  It  is  therefore 
expected  of  all  who  continue  therein,  that  they  should  continue  to 
evidence  their  desire  of    salvation, 

First,  by  doing  no  harm,  by  avoiding  evil  of  every  kind,  especially 
that  which  is  most  generally  practiced:  such  as— 

The  taking  of  the  name  of  God  in   vain; 

The  profaning  the  day  of  the  Lord,  either  by  doing  ordinary  work 
therein,  or  by  buying   or     selling; 

Drunkenness,  or  drinking  spirituous  liquors  unless  in  cases  of 
necessity; 

Figh'ing,  quarreling,  brawling,  brother  going  to  law  with  brother; 
returning  evil  for  evil,  or  railing  for  railing;  the  using  many  wo?*ds  in 
buying  or    selling; 

The  buying  or  selling  goods  that  have  not  paid  the    duty; 

The.  giving  or  taking  things  on  usury  —i.  e.,  unlawful 
interest; 

Uncharitable  or  unprofitable  conversation,  particularly  speaking  evil 
of  magistrates   or  of  ministers; 
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Doing  to  others  as  we  would    not  they  should  do  unto  us; 
,  Doing  what    we   know  is  not  for  the  glory  of  God:  as, 

The  putting  on  of  gold  and  costly    apparel; 

The  taking  such  diversions  as  cannot  be  used  in  the  name  cf  the 
Lord  Jesus; 

The  singing  those  sougs,  or  reading  those  books,  whtah  do  not  tend 
to  the  knowledge  or  love     of    God; 

Softness  or    needless    self-indulgence; 

Laying  up  treasure  upon    earth; 

Borrowing  without  a  probability  of  paying,  or  taking  up  goods 
without  a  probability  of  paying  for  them. 

It  is  expected  of  all  who  continue  in  these  Societies,  that  they 
should  continue  to  evidence  their  desire  of  salvation. 

.  eeonily,  by  doing  good,  by  being  in  every  kind  merciful  after  their 
power,  as  they  have  opportunity,  doing  good  of  every  possible  sort, 
and,  as  far  as  posible,   to   all     men: 

To  their  bodies,  of  the  ability  which  God  giveth,  by  giving  food  to 
the  hungry,  by  clothing  the  naked,  r>y  visiting  or  helping  them  that 
are  sick    or  in  prison; 

To  their  souls,  by  instructing,  reproving,  or  exhorting  all  we  have^ 
any  intercourse  with;  trampling  under  foot  that  enthusiastic  doctrine, 
that  "we  are  not  to  do  good  unless  our  hearts  be  free  to  it. 

By  doing  good,  especially  to  them  that  are  of  the  household  of 
faith,  or  groaning  so  to  be;  employing  them  preferably  to  others, 
buying  one  of  another,  helping  each  other  in  business;  and  so  much 
the  more  Lecause  the  world  will  love    its  own,  and  them  only. 

By  all  possible  diligence  and  frugality \  that  that  the  gospel  to  not 
blamed. 

By  running  with  patience  the  race  which  is  set  before  them,  denying 
themselves,    an*    taking  up  their    cross    daily;   submitting  to     bear     the 
reproach  of   Christ,  to  be  as    the    tilth  and    offscouring  of    the    world; 
and  looking   that  men  should  say   all  manner  of  evil  of  thtm  falsly  for 
the  Lord's  sake.
